W,C, Fields, 
a Study in 
Bitter Comedy

O 


ne of the graphic arts' great- 
est gifts to humanity is the 
paperback 
book, cheap, 


small enough to shove in a coat 
pocket, and purchasable every- 
where. Some of the boys in ser- 
vice in the Pacific in World War 
H to whom I shipped two cases of 
"Who 
Dunits" reported 
they 


shortened the war. 


There are millions of paper- 


backs. Picking the subject matter 
isn't enough— you've got to judge 
whether it's a first-class treat- 
ment by a competent author. Pay 
no attention to the illustration on 
the cover— usually it's a case of 
the gaudier the picture the more 
wretched the text. Your clue to 
the quality of a paperback is the 
brief printing history which ap- 
pears on an introductory page just 
before the story begins. This will 
tell you what big publishing com- 
pany spent thousands of dollars to 
bring out the original hardcover 
edition- and how it fared, judging 
from the number of print orders. 


In June I flew to Chicago for a 


technical meeting, and just be- 
fore embarking at the Shreveport 
terminal I bought a paperback 
whose 
subject intrigued me: 


"W. C. Fields- His Follies and 
Fortunes." 


The printing history showed 


that this was a 1949 copyright, 
and the paperback had gone 
through five editions. The origi- 
nal hardback publisher wasn't 
named, but this time it wasn't 
important, because the author 
was Pulitzer - Prize - Winner 
Robert Lewis Taylor and a con- 
densed version had been pub- 
lished by Saturday Evening Post. 
The evidence showed it ought to 
be a good buy at 95c— and it was. 


The late W.C. Fields billed 


himself 
in vaudeville as the 


world's greatest juggler, and he 
was, touring the world for years 
with universal success. Onstage 
and in the movies he intimated 
that he also was the world's 
great 
comedian— but on this 


score 
there's an argument. 


Fields detested Charlie Chap- 
lin, but I merely report over- 
whelming public opinion when I 
say that while Fields was good 
he wasn't good enough to chal- 
lenge Chaplin. 


We remember Fields best for 


his bitter comedy roles portray- 
ing the cynical sideshow barker, 
or 
gambler. There was that 


special scene where a farmer 
with larceny in his heart lost 
his savings in a shell game, and 
Fields turned away with a leer 
and an exclamation: "You can't 
cheat an honest man." 


His best stage show was the 


Broadway smash "Poppy," and 
his best film "David Copper- 
field" in which he played Mi- 
cawber. But he is equally re- 
membered for his pictures "My 
Little 
Chickadee" 
with Mae 


West, "Never Give a Sucker A 
Break," and "The Bank Dick." 


Born in Philadelphia of a Brit- 


ish Cockney father, Fields was 
plagued all his life by the fear 
of 
poverty— something 
he 


couldn't escape even when he had 
become world famous and def- 
initely rich. 


He had a comedy instinct that 


was one of the surest in the his- 
tory of the stage, but an under- 
lying bitterness hurt his public 
Image and kept his pictures from 
making the money his comedy 
entitled them to. 


That's the intriguing story of 


the late W.C. Fields- just anoth- 
er case illustrating the fine line 
that divides comedy from trag- 
edy.

nation's crime rate rocketed 48 
per 
cent in the last

years—with violent crimes soar- 
ing 11 per cent last year alone 
— FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
reported today.

-Since 1960, while the nation 


grew 9 per cent, the volume of 
crime rose 62 per cent. 


— In the past year the per cap- 


ita crime rate was up 10.2 per 
cent while the number of crimes 
rose 11.4 per cent.

crimes solved averaged 24 per 
cent, a drop of 8 per cent below 
the number solved the previous 
year.

The command also announced 


that 40 Vietnamese civilians 
were killed and 36 were wound- 
ed when U.S. Army helicopters 
returned enemy ground fire in 
the Mekong delta nine days ago, 
It said the civilians were in a 
"large group" which was firing 
on the helicopters. 


The Soviet-designed MIG21s, 


the most advanced plane in 
North Vietnam's air force, were 
brought down by air-to-air mis-, 
siles fired by F4C Phantoms- 
from the carrier Constellation* 


The latest confirmed kills 


were the first since July 21 
when Navy pilots from the car- 
rier

downed three of the earlier, 
model MG17s. On July 27, U.S.. 
pilots said they probably shot 
down a MIG21, but this was nev- 
er confirmed.

The general lull to major 


fighting to recent weeks was re- 
flected to casualty figures re- 
leased today by the U.S. Com- 
mand. American casualties last 
week-146 killed In action, 1,064 
wounded and 14 missing or cap- 
tured-were the third lowest in 
six months although a slight in- 
crease over those of the week 
before. 


U.S. spokesmen reported 1,243 


enemy killed last week, 160 less 
than the week before, while 
South 
Vietnamese spokesmen 


said their forces had 220 killed, 
545 wounded and 40 missing, a 
sharp increase from the 76 
killed, 368 wounded and 14 miss- 
ing reported the previous week. 


The latest MIG kills were 


credited to Lt. Cmdr, Robert C. 
Davis, 37, of El Dorado, Ark.; 
and Lt. Guy H. Freeborn, 31, of 
Hart, Mich.

Federal District Judge Oren E. 
Harris of El Dorado accepted 
Wednesday a modified plan of 
desegregation for the Junction 
School District after four objec- 
tions by the federal government 
to the submitted plan were re- 
viewed. 
Judge Harris modified the 


plan to read that students in 
grades 10 through 12 should be 
given the right to exercise their 
own choice unless a choice was 
made by the student's parent. 


The government's objection to 


certain faculty desegregation 
points were settled when Judge 
Harris ordered the district in- 
clude school bus drivers in the 
plan. 
The district was also ordered 


to provide reports on faculty 
vacancies and transfers which 
the government has said the 
plan did not include. 


Judge Harris overruled the 


government's objection to the 
school's plan 
for providing 


counseling for the students. 


An attorney for the school 


district said that no federal aid 
funds were involved. 


Judge, .Harris said ,J;t\e Junc- 


tion City "system is unique in 


that two states, Arkansas and 
Louisiana, share in its opera- 
tion. 


SEOUL (AP) - Three Ameri- 


can soldiers were killed ftnd 
about 15 others were wounded 
today in a North Korean am* 
bush on Korea's western front, 
the U.S. 8th Army reported. At 
least one South Korean soldier 
also was wounded. 


The victims of the Communist 


attack were riding in a truck in 
the U.S. 2nd Infantry Division 
area about 35 miles north of 
Seoul. The Communists hit the 
truck with grenades and opened 
fire from concealed positions 
with automatic weapons, the 
Army said. 


Soldiers on the truck immedi- 


ately returned fire and rein- 
forcements were rushed to the 
scene to engage the attackers. 
However, Communist casualties 
were not known, the Army said. 


The casualties were members 


of the U.S. 7th Infantry Division 
who were working in the 2nd Di- 
vision area, the Army reported. 


The attack took place north of 


the Imjin River along the west- 
ern portion of the Korean demil- 
itarized zone, an Army spokes- 
man said. 


No other details were avail- 


able. 


Another American was seri- 


ously wounded and his scout dog 
killed in another North Korean 
attack earlier today in the 2nd 
Division sector, the spokesman 
said. He said an American pa- 
trol about 500 yards south of the 
demilitarized zone was fired on 
by four or five North Koreans 
who were about 200 yards north 
of them. 


The distance between the two 


attacks was not announced. The 
2nd Division guards 18V2 miles 
of the 151-mile armistice line in 
the vicinity of the Panmunjom 
armistice village. 


The attacks were the first ma- 


jor border incidents in the 
American sector since t h r e e 
Americans were killed July 18 
when their position just below 
the demilitarized zone was over- 
run by a group of about 10 
North Koreans. Fifteen Ameri- 
cans have been killed in five 
major border clashes reported 
in the American sector since 
last November.

23 Jailed in 
Vietnam

SAIGON (AP)-South Vietnam- 


ese police have arrested 23 Viet 
Cong terrorists and broken up 
elaborate plans to spread death 
and destruction In Saigon before 
the Sept. 3 national election, po- 
lice sources said today. 


Word of the roundup came out 


as seven of the 10 civilian presi* 
dential candidates refused to hit 
the hustings unless their mili- 
tary opponents assured them 
transportation and security. 


One plot was said to have been 


aimed at the Joint U.S. Public 
Affairs Office In the heart of 
the South Vietnamese capital, 
and the adjacent Rex Hotel, a 
major American billet. The two 
buildings daily attract thousands 
of American military men and 
civilians, as well as Vietnamese 
at the nearby intersection. 


Viet Cong documents captured 


over the past several weeks 
have called for intensified ter- 
rorism to disrupt the elections 
and a special group known as 
"killers of Americans" has been 
told to step up Us work. 


The call from civilian candi- 


dates for campaign vehicles and 
protection was voiced by Tran 
Van Huong, a former premier 
considered the leading civilian In 
the race. 


"We will not campaign until 


we have final word from the 
government to provide transpor- 
tation and security," he said.
